Sheppard is very well known in> (Ha- 
waii. He was for a long time carpen- 
ter at Spreckelsville plantation on 
Maul and then came to Walanae plan- 
tation on this Island wifih Maoxtger 
Center/when 'Mr. Center changed ibis 


Sheppard is a man wlio cain be 


^Hed. upon to present the exact facts. 


The former plantation? carpenter 


started for the gold fields weD equip- 
ped as to outfit and means. He had the 
exceHent good fortune ito form an al- 
liance with am old friend of his who 
had made one trip into the alluring 
North.

At the date of the letter from Mr. 


Sheppard, March 26th, he and his part- 
ner were at Sheep Camp, the summit of 
Ohflcoot Pass. In, the final 2,000 feet of 
this climb there te an elevation of 1,000 
feet. Steps have been cut toto the 
snow and Ice. Posts have been set 100 
feet apart and lines run between them. 
Along this remarkable stairway are 
wrought out shelves as resting places. 
Indians and white men pack op the 
goods and for service charge the good 
figure of two cents per pound. Tbe 
Canadian Government requires that 
eacb traveler have aoi less than 1400 
pounds of soppHes. Tbe packers take 
from 25 to 250 pounds eaobr trip and 
are at work constantly. Many of the 
owners undertake to do tiieir own work 
and is some -easei women were seen 
assisting In tb* trying task. 


Mr. Sheppard says that at toe very 


summit of tbe pass be was a titUe sur- 
prised to find a Japanese m charge of 
a restaurant Tbe face mtftt have 
ee«s>ed fsmUlar, but Mr. Sheppard does 
not say that «fce Jap bad ever been to 
Hawaii. This litUe brown landlord 
charges 75 cents for a meal and 5 cents 
for a drtnkof water. Woodfcastobe 
banted a great tiisaabe to be used In 
melting tbe snow.

For about a week now Prof. .A. Koto- 


bele, .the Government entomologiat h»8 
been watching the breeding of a :fly 
that has a peculiar affection for «ie 
Japanese (beetle, eometlmeB called the 
rose bug. This fly hunts out the beetle 
and deposits upon it a living maggot 
A female fly during its liietlme -0| 
three to five^ immths jMroducw in (the 
nelghbortiood ot 200,000 of theae tiny 
white worms;. The maggot deyeaajps 
into a fly. In the laboratory of Pro- 
fessor Koebete may be seen tbe:youfig 
fly IsBUing froini the cave, of the deaa 
beetle. On grounds.'iwe selected:«pr 
experiment the fiys were noticed; to 
hunt toto •creyices for the ibeetle. Pjro* 
feasor Koebele used thta fly agatowrt 
the grasshopper in California with 
signal ^niaceea. The fly disanpeBreS 
soon OE-ter tie grasshopper west,.-was 
driven away. It da moderately: certain 
that the fly will die iherewrhen it ceases 
to find' the rose bug or some other 
destructive dnsact. The new enemjriiof 
the beetle resem'blee very much a house 
fly, being of afbout the same size, ;<bwt 
a trifle llgWer'in -color.

War does noi release ^e 'Presi- 
dent irom his constituf36nal'.ti*»llgai- 
tlons. As commander-in-chlef he has 
discretion and extended power to de- 
stroying an enemy. But fce cannot, at 
any time, exceed his constitutional 
powers. 


When President Idncoln Issued his 


emancipation .proclamation, he knew, 
and'said, that It bad no legal effect ia 
freeing the slave. He could, as a war 
measure, give .physical freedom to the 
slave, while his master was to rebel- 
lion, and ao cripple him f or the time 
betes. Bnt he conM not, under the 
Constitution, take away either prop- 
erty to slaves, or In- anything else, 
without "due process of law" to the 
Courts. The proclamation was Issued 
mainly to response to Northern senti- 
ment, which demanded that it should 
be announced that slavery must go. 


lAt no time during the war were any 


large numbers of-slaves set free. The 
proclamation was worthless, BO far as 
the great majority i of them was con- 
cerned. 


Mr. Lincoln and his associates knew, 


this well enough. They feared that if 
the war ended, the Supreme Court 
would declare tihe proclamation did not 
alter the legal status of the negro, and 
slavery would coatlnuft. 


They urged an amendment to the 


Constitution, by which slavery would 
be legally and finaHy abolished. The 
amendment was adopted only in Oie 
test year of the war, and became a part 
<jf the fundamental institution to De- 
cember 1865. 


The American Constitution in many 


ways severely restricts the powers of 
the President, even in the event of war. 
To some extent it weaken* his power, 
•when he could use It to great advan- 
tage. 


The British Constitution, which is 


only a collection of laws and usages, 
permits the British Goremmetit to ex- 


se power* that tie A»erican Execu- 


tive is carefully restricted from using. 
Tttat Government could declare war 
with Russia without specifically sulb- 


tting the matter to the Lord* and 


ObtWDon*.

Local Production Better Than 


Central American. 


MR. 'EDraiOR:—In your issues of 


of 18th, 22d and 25tti al Mairoh, I no- 
tice your editorials on the coffee in- 
idostry 8n<l the value of Hawaiian 
coffee. 


In the first article you challenge 'the 


Bulletin to publish some of the account 
sales returned toy Falser & Co., San 
Francisco, to some of our coffee Ship- 
ipere, while in another you criticise a 
statement, made by tne eame paper, 
that Kona coffee will comman'd 8 cents 
per pound more than Brazillian, 


Now, 
Mr. Bddtor, as 1 hav« -been en- 


gaged in active coffee planting for 
orver 15 years, dn this cottntry and 
abroad, and claim to ktttow eometMng 
about the proper preparation, of the 
•bean, for the market, and moreover as 
1 aspire to the distinction of one of 


'Uw "experienced" men whom you 


•would desire to see annihilated; please- 
allow me to make a few remarks and 
'furnish some statistics and facts In 
regard to the true value of Hawaiian 
coffee in foreign markets. Although, 
I quite agree 'With you in your coon- 
mente oa tihe "iboom" peat, and the 
misleading statements which are pub- 
Hs&eti in regard to coffee planting in 
Bawail; I beg to differ with your vtewti 
and criticisms on the value of the 
bean, and particularly your sneers at 
the "ever present experienced man" 
as you are pleased to term nim. I 
lave (found that there are two kinds 
of this class in these Islands. First— 
Those who possess the actual knowl- 
edge, acquired by many years of hard 
and active toil in coffee planting, and 
«»IM> ,can make their representations 
Stxri oa investigation. Second—Those 
who proleae to know all about it, and 
talk as though they toad been 'born 
and brought up under a oaffee bush; 
.font who In all probability, never saw 
a coffefe tree before their arrival in 
•these Islands. 


I TOttBre to say that if Hawaii toad 


possessed a few more of the despised 
totfivtdiuals representing itihe first class; 
tfce value of coffee abroad would have 
l>een "established Jong ere this, and the 
tons of rubbish wihieh have been pick- 
ed up, akrag the Kona coast in parti- 
cular, would merer have toad an exist- 
ence. 
I have not seen the article in the 


Bulletin wWch you criticise in your 
issue of March 22d, 'but from the state- 
ment you refer to, I presume that paper 
was praising the Quality of Kona cof- 
lee; and I must say 1 foeartily endorse 
such en opinion. 


Wfrebher Kona coffee will command 


8 cents per pound more than that from 
Brazil, I am not prepared to say; but 
of one fact I am assured, viz: that such 
1 coffee will not only command a higher 


price than Brazilllan, but as I can show 
on good auttoortty, will realize mere 
than that obtained from the best Cen- 
tral American varieties. But you must 
bear in mind, Mr. Editor, that the 
coffee I have referred to is the one 
prepared by the experienced man, 
(whether he possessed that experience 
before his arrival in this country, or 
acquired it here by experimenting on 
samples at the expense of others. 


The statement you make, that Kona 


coffee at tlie normal price of Central 
American will pay well, is not only 
misleading but is inconsistent with the 
facts. 


•With tire price the coffee planter of 


these Islands has to pay for labor, as 
compared with that ruling in other 
coffee countries, in order to insure 
success, two conditions are necessary, 
viz., a greater yield from the trees and 
a superior quality in the bean. So far 
as my observation goes with the coffee 
trees to this district, during the past 
seven years, I am led to believe that 
both these conditions exist 


If the coffee to be finally shipped 
8 trotn these Islands ia to rank with, 


some of the Central American varie- 
ties, t&en the sooner we shut up coffee 
planting in 'Hawaii the better. 


The test which you suggest, and on 


•which you express your readiness to 
stake money, is no test at all, so far 
as the commercial value of the bean is 
concerned. "You venture to say that 
if four cups of coffee be prepared us- 
ing Brazilian. Salvador or other Cen- 
tral American, with Java, and ten hab- 
xtualcoffee drinkers were asked to pick 
out the Kona. (you do not mention 
Kona coffee In the mixture) after tast- 
ing each cop without Saving knowl- 
«dge of the kind it contained, six out 
at the ten would not pick ont the Kona 
coffee " I wiil fro further and venture 
to say that not one oat of the ten 
wold tell you •which was Kona., or 
which tie Brazilian, while many out 
of 4fce millions who habitually drink 
•The SW-CA! ed beverage, couW not say 
that it WAS cofte» at all.

This de- 
partment is left to the dealers, .wfco 
buy their coffees In the bulk, blend 
them, mix them, or adulterate them to 
suit their fancy, or the tastes .of their 
consumers. I do not mean, to say there 
are no honest dealers in the would, but 
It is a well known fact, once a Demand 
sets in for a good genuine article, let 
it be coffee, .tea or pickles, scores of 
spurious imitations will follow in its 
waike. 


The coffee planter will sell ihis pro- 


duce by the. cwt. or too in the open 
market, and the price the will realize 
will be decided on the merits of the 
ibean as to size, color and uniformity; 
and this by experts who have maide it 
their special 'business. Of course, sup- 
ply and demand 'will always out some 
figure; but it is my opinion the 
ine article will invariably come to the 
point, and when once a name has been 
established .for a certain brand, and 
the reputation for that particular 
brand is maintained, it will Ihold its 
own in the face of substitutes or an 
inferior article. 


Your simile with reference to the 


difference of opinion between men In 
the coffee trade and amateurs, and 
that of the epicurean taste of the oya- 
ter fiend only serves to further 
strengthen my argument. 
"When an 


inferior, in place of the genuine arti- 
cle, 
can be palmed off on those who 


consider themselves connoiseurs^ and 
partaken of with relish, shows that 
both the opinion of the amateur and 
connoisseur, or habitual consumer, are 
of no value; and it takes the expert or 
experienced man after all to detect the 
real article and set a true value on the 
commodity. 


From bhe foregoing remarks I do not 


wish it to -be inferred that the cup 
quality of the ibean, plays no part in 
the value of coffee; for most certainly 
this does, and any coffee which could 
pass a good examination on its techni- 
cal merits, would possess more or Jess 
a fine aroma. At the same times this 
feature mdy be due, to some extent, 
from local conditions as to soil, clim- 
ate and especially elevation, and not 
as might toe supposed, entirely (from 
bhe fact of superior methods employed 
in the preparation of the bean. 


This is an item in coffee planting of 


which all practical planters are aware 
and Is not only confined to countries, 
but to different districts in the same 
country, and to different localities in 
the same district. 


•In ftfoe prosperous days of Ceylon, 


th® product of the various plantations 
waft sold in the London market under 
one name, viz.: "Plantation Ceylon," 
but entirely on the merits of the bean. 
Although the methods employed in 
cultivation, and preparation, were al- 
most Identically the same bhrougiiout 
flhe Island, the prices realized were 
not so; the coffee from one locality 
coonmandiing a higher figure than ittoat 
from another, due to conditions as I 
have already explained. 
Moreover 


this test would the decided on the Judg- 
ment of professional coffee tasters, and 
not 'habitual drinikers, as you .would 
Infer by your criticisms. Jt is the 
same in the case of tea and wine; and 
if tilie experts, especially in the latter, 
were no consume ail the samples placed 
before them In the course of a day, 
their judgment as to values would ire 
on a par with the 40 year coffee drink- 
er. 


In your issue of the 25th Maroh, you 


gay, 
"Out of 1,000 pounds of berries 


picked from the trees only a Jimited 
percentage is rated prime and sold ait 
the highest price. There are several 
grades, each grade with less value. 
The lowest grade may bring only 6 
cents per pound. What the tender- 
foot ought to know, and what we, who 
wish to putt the Industry on a arm 
basis, must tell (him, is what the aver- 
age price of all the grades will bring* 
This has not yet been done. We un- 
derstand that in this town there are 
a number of very discouraging ac- 
counrts of coffee sales in San Francis- 
co. These represent th« value of the 
average grades and not the highest." 


Now, 
Mr. Editor, 1 do not know 


•wtho your authority may be for the 
above statement, tou-t -he decidedly does 
not belong to the class whom you 
would like to see exterminated 
He 


evidently does not know much about 
coffee berries, or he would not talfe 
such nonsense; or perhaps he may re- 
fer to a variety of coffee with which 
I am not familiar; if so, thank heaven, 
Jt has not as yet found its way into 
this district 


In <jhe first place what you say has 


not been done, I can prove to the 
contrary by the quotations I append 
herewith. For your information, and 
that of your learned friend, it may 
be as well to state thai tihere are real- 
ly only two defined species of the 
coffee tree, v*z.: the "Arabian" and 
•Siberian;" all the other coffees are 
merely varieties of the former, and eo 
far es I aim aware of, produce cherries 
In a similar manner.

from the trees anywhere, they will be 
fennel to contain only four kind*, or 
(grades as jo-u term it, of bea.n, viz ;

down to 6 cts. per pound. Please re-- 
member however, Mr. Editor, that tills 
could never (happen in the hands of, 
the "ever, present experienced man."

coffee, as It designates one Quality in- 
ferior to another. After the parch- 
ment Unas been subjected to ithe ihtri-' 
ling and (polishing process, 4b is passed 
through what is known as 
machine, which classifies the coffee ac- 
cording to size; a very- different thing 
tram grading it. 


One of £he most improved and mod- 


ern machines for this purpose makes; 
the 
following classifications, 
viz.; 


Dust, small and ibroken'beans, small" 
pea -berries, large flat beans, large pea. 
berries and malformed beans. 


Leaving out tihe dust, broken, and. 


malformed beans we •would have two 
sizes of pea berry and two sizes of 
flat bean; <but one classification for pea 
.berry Is all that would "be necessary. 
Now all the above samples would re- 
present coffee of a superior quality, 
and there could be no sucttu thing as 
a drop from 17 eta. to 6 cts. per pound 
tor any one of them, ffihey would all 
command top •prices provided they be 
sent to the proper markets, as I shall 
Shortly illustrate. 


TQwi word "grade" therefore, signi- 


fying en inferior and superior quaHty 
of coffee cannot be applied to "Plan- 
tation." 


If you were to pick up 50 bags of 


Kona coffee from various ports along 
this coast, Chen your argument would 
hold good for you would probably find 
as many grades in tihe true sense of 
the word; from the fact of the numer- 
ous and varied methods employed in 
their preparation. 


A coffee tree therefore, produces 


sound and unsound beans; and not as 
you would infer, like aTchild's Christ- 
mas tree, loaded -with «n assortment 
of articles a few at a high figure, but 
the majority of small value. TOe sound 
beans reperesent the crop, and as I 
have already said, in the hands of the 
experienced man, will turn out coffee 
of a superior Quality. It is classified 
into two or three sizes 1n order thai 
the best juices may be a realized for 
each lot, in the different markets 
where eudli are in demand. For in- 
stance pea berry fetches a !hlg!h prices 
tn Mincing Lane or the London mar- 
ket; while tn San Francisco It Is on 
a par with ordinary coffee. Again th< 
London market calls for a large bold 
bean of a uniform size and color; 
.whereas in the American market the 
smaller bean is just as -highly appre- 
ciated. 


The foregoing are some of «he facts 


connected with the value of coffee, 
which the tenderfoot ought to know; 
but whioh apparently, neither yon 
Mr. Editor, nor a good many more Ifl 
these Islands are aware of.

States in the difQcu-ltiea and o^estione 
pending; it Is not 'uk«ly that one has 
so fleep and Intense; a personal inter- 
est «a Dr. L. Fi Alvare?, «he practi- 
tioner and Board of Health specialist 
The gentleman was born. In Spain, 
went out to the Mland of Cuba- iwlth 
Ms parents when a quite young child 
and iwai -edwa/tJed- at the University 
of Havana/ finding off profesIonMly, 
however, in Institutions of the United 
States, notalbly the Johns Hopkins 
University.

lie Honolulu man- left Cuba in 1874 


and' returned for a . short time four 
years later. In 1878 the- tfen years war, 
led by Gomez,"who today commands 
the insurgents, ended. At other times 
Gomez, who, 'by the way, is not a Cub- 
an, was at the head of revolutionists 
in San Domingo. Another man in the 
highest councils of the outbreak on Jbhe 
Island ds a'OElussian. Dr. Alvarez calls 
attention to the change of tactics in 
Gomez campaigning since 1868-78. In 
the war of ten years property was safe 
,at all times. Incendiarism, and robbery 
were punished toy the rebels «ie same

and employes. There was no firing of 
cane fields during tihe ten years war. 
Now a Cuban proceeds to the edgte of 
a field -with a cage of rate. The rod- 
ents are doused in kerosene, touched 
with a match and turned loose In the 
cane when the weather Is dry. Dr. 
Alvarez says Chat- people unable to 
read the comments of the Spanish and 
Frenohrpress on *he. conduct.qf. the in- 
surgents with relation; to the tadwstrtea 
of the Island cannot appreciate -much 
of the' bitterness that is felt against 
the rebels and those who assist and 
encourage them.

GUATEMALA TREES. 


Do They Maintain /Their Superi. 


ority Over Native Trees? 


MR. EDITOR:—March 22, 1898, our 


commissioner, J. iMarsden, has a com- 
munication in your paper giving advice 
to ccffee planters which it will be well 
for all of us to heed. In said commun- 
ication-he has propounded a question to 
me and no doubt he and, others expect 
me to answer it. Question. "Do the 
Guatemala coffee trees maintain their 
superiority over the native as the trees 
become older?" It is too early to satis- 
faotorly answer this question. I can 
only state a few facts that have de- 
veloped in the growing of the two 
idnd of trees eWe -by side the past four 
years. 


The oldest Guatemala, trees that I 


aave are 400 <n number, set In a square 
and surrounded on all sides by native 
trees of the same age and the two va- 
rieties have had the same care. The 
native tree on three sides of the Guate- 
mala, and the Guatemala* are all plan 
ted o& tie eastern' side of a ntll and 
exposed to the wtod. The Guatemala* 
are doobte the site of the native tree? 
growing; by their rides on the east 
north and south and have yielded as 
near seven pound* ot clean coffee per 
tree the past two j-oars, as the natives 
under the same treatment toave two 
poaodK. On tie we*t side the native 
treet are in a rtch vailer. and ahelterei 
from tJ»e winds br the Guatemala tree 
and the hill *Me of <be valler. UoU 
this year they have not equaled the 
Guatemala in yield of coffe bv 50 pM 
cent Thl* year thftir yield of coffee 
promises to espial the Guatemala and 
tfc* three* are eqnaaly creditable. 


We know approximately what t.h 


native trees would hare done had they 
been expoM-d to the wind a* the Goat? 
malm were; bat I feel a great desire to 


know what would hav« been the condi- 
tion of the Guatemala* had they occu- 
pied the rich valley a» the natives did, 
out of the wake of the wind. 


Their heavy, bearing, dry weather 


and strong wind of last year seemed to 
stun all coffee trees so exposed, but 
they are recovering. 


I have not set any native trees since 


•becoming acquainted with the GuatS- 
malas for the reason they bore earlier 
with me, and appearentiy without in- 
juring .themselves, 'besides they grew 
more thrifty, handsomer to loog at 
with their smooth, shining, darker 
green foliage than the native, which 
seemed to show their superiority as 
though they were the. thoroughbreds 
among the common-cottee.
